ment, Didsbury Town Council 
voted down a motion to rezone 
land near the new indoor swim¬ 
ming pool. 

A motion to rezone the 3 
1/3 acres of land from public 
recreation to commerical was 
defeated at third reading by 
council at their last meeting 
after council was presented 
with a petition with 126 
signatures stating opposition to 
the motel development. 

The petition, which was not 
a legally valid document (5 per¬ 
cent of the town's population, 
or 167.75 people must sign any 
petition for it to be declared 
legal), stated the signers desired 
to have the property remain as 
a public recreation district. 

Larry Holuk, a resident of 
Didsbury for nearly 3 years, 
said he signed the petition 
because he wanted to see the 


area remain green. 

“Part of the reason I bought 
my house here (near the pro¬ 
posed development area) was 
because I liked the open space 
for kids to play," he said. 

Holuk said he wasn't op¬ 
posed to the idea of a motel 
coming to Didsbury, but he did 
not believe the land beside the 
pool was the appropriate spot 
for it. 

“It's not that I don't want a 
motel in Didsbury, I feel we 
need a motel," he said. “But I 
just don't want to see commer¬ 
cial enterprises in that area."

We were in Calgary last week and while I have absolutely no 
desire to live in the cement jungle, I admit to being a bit jealous of 
the city's ability to keep flowers blooming long after our country 
gardens are toast. Planters were lovely in the downtown area, 
perky petunias crowded lush geraniums, snapdragons snapped in 
glorious color and lobelia trailed cheerfully out of colorful beds of 
pansies. The best I can manage from my garden these days are a 
few hardy bachelor buttons, some calendula and dusty miller. 
There are a few pansies but they are pretty sad looking. 

I have a book on English gardens and they write cheerfully of 
winter gardens that contain asters, winter flowering jasmine and 
the yellow and gold of japonica and the Christmas rose. The English 
are famous for their gardens and they take gardening very serious¬ 
ly. I don't suppose even the best English gardener has ever learned 
all there is to know on the subject of plant culture and if 
somewhere there is someone who knows everything there is to 
know about growing them, I'll bet no one knows all the related 
folklore. 

Almost all mythologies and religions have legends centered 
around flowers. Some of the stories are quite charming as in the 
legend of Aphrodite the goddess of love. As Aphrodite emerged 
from the seafoam the first white rose unfolded its petals. A gift of 
the gods to celebrate her birth. The pink rose is supposed to have 
developed in the Carden of Eden when Eve kissed a white rose it 
blushed with pleasure and has remained so ever since. Some of the 
legends are funny. A medieval knight, picking some flowers for his 
lady on the banks of a river, fell in and was swept away. If he was 
wearing armor at the time I don't suppose he was swept very far. In 
any case he is supposed to have called out, "forget me not," as he 
went under. 

In the Victorian age well brought up young men and women 
were seldom left along and so any private communication had to 
be through meaningful glances, smuggled poems, secret letters and 
messages through trusted third parties. In 1718, Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu visited Constantinople and learned how the Turkish peo¬ 
ple used flowers to send messages. When her letter was published 
in a London paper, the "language of flowers," or "floral code," 
became popular and by the nineteenth century it was very 
fashionable as a method of sending secret messages. Young ladies 
memorized the floral code and when a gentleman presented her 
with a bouquet she had only to touch her lips to the flowers to say 
'yes' or tear off a petal from one to say 'no.' The meanings became 
extremely complicated and I imagine a lot of time was wasted look¬ 
ing up the code. There must have been mistakes and misunder¬ 
standings as well and if some poor soul who didn't know the code 
very well presented a bouquet of snapdragons, signifying revenge, 
when he really wanted lilacs, for first love, then the romance was 
off to a shaky start. 

As the Victorian age ended there were fewer social formalities 
and more personal freedoms so the floral code became obsolete. I 
don't think there is much hope of its revival but just in case any of 
you would like to give it a go here is a bit of the floral code. 
Anemone-forsaken, Bluebell-constancy, Buttercup-ingratitude, 
Carnation-marriage, Cyclamen-heart, Dairy-adoration, Forget Me 
Not-remember, Foxglove-insincerity, Geranium-preference, 
Heather-solitude, Iris-sorrow, Jasmine-grace, Lilac-first love, Lily of 
the Valley-sweetness, Lupin-hurt, Marigold-grief, Mignonette-gen¬ 
tleness, Narcissus-coldness, Nasturtium-patriotism, Orange Blos¬ 
som-chastity, Pansy-friend, Poppy-true, Rose-love, Snapdragon- 
revenge, Stock-beauty, Snowdrop-purity, Tulip-1 love you. Violet- 
humility. 

No listing there for my bachelor buttons, dusty miller and 
calendula. I will just pretend that they mean brave, hardy and ap¬ 
preciated.

Didsbury Curling Club Presi¬ 
dent Bert Pringle in a letter to 
council. "This area would 
facilitate the much needed 
parking space which will ac¬ 
commodate the pool and com¬ 
plex. Building a motel will fur¬ 
ther eliminate the much need¬ 
ed parking area for the complex 
winter activities. . . ." 

But acting Mayor Al Engel 
said parking space would 
become less of a problem with 
the completion of the entire 
sports complex. He said plans 
for the area include more park¬ 
ing than before construction 
began. He said he was surpris¬ 
ed by the reaction to the 
development. 

"I was somewhat surprised 
by the opposition," he said. "I 
just hope this [the defeat of the 
rezoning] doesn't send the 
wrong message to other devel¬ 
opers." 

But in spite of the initial 
defeat of the rezoning bylaw, 
which was the second condi¬ 
tion town council was suppos¬ 
ed to meet in an offer to pur¬ 
chase drawn up for the land, 
developer Gladys Ringheim 
said she will not give up on her 
plan to build. 

"I guess I can't really blame 
people for reacting to a plan 
they had very little information 
on," Ringheim said. "But now I 
hope to educate the public 
about what has been planned 
so they can see it will only com¬ 
plement the recreational area." 

Ringheim said she plans to 
draw up her own petition to 
present to council in hopes of 
persuading them to reconsider 
rezoning the land. 

A legal petition on the re¬ 
zoning could result in a plebis¬ 
cite on the issue. 

"I want people to know 
that when I came to this town, I 
wasn't even thinking about 
building a motel, but when the 
town approached me with the 
idea I saw the benefit that it 
would be not only to myself but 
also to the town," she said. 
"I'm not just planning to build 
a motel, but a family oriented 
complex in a recreational 
theme that will help to enhance 
the income potential of the 
swimming pool as well as all the 
other sports facilities in the 
area. People need a place to 
stay when they come for tour¬ 
naments. If there is no place to 
stay, they won't come."

Isn't it strange that a town which has been griping over tax in¬ 
creases the past few years has joined forces to turn down the 
chance to turn a currently unprofitable piece of land into one that 
could earn $25,000 a year? 

The recent decision by town council to defeat a motion to 
rezone 3 1/3 acres adjacent to the new swimming pool from public 
recreation to commercial is a definite slap in the face to tax payers 
in this town. 

Didsbury has a chance to create a unique development with a 
sports theme which could potentially attract hundreds of sports 
fans and athletes to town. A feat that would help put Didsbury on 
the map and support local restaurants, stores and more. 

But instead, council voted to turn down the chance. 

Granted, there are some people who believe recreational land 
should be used strictly for recreation, but they are also missing the 
point about this development. It is not just a motel, it's an oppor¬ 
tunity. It is not simply a building full of rooms plopped down in the 
middle of a sports complex, its an enhancement. Plans for the proj¬ 
ect show how more recreational facilities will be added, like a put¬ 
ting green, a jogging track, horse shoe pits and more and not at the 
tax payers expense. 

Concerns about future expansion are also unfounded. It is 
unrealistic to expect that all future recreational facilities in 
Didsbury should go in the same place. We are a growing town, we 
need these things dispersed. Plans are already underway for the 
development of a triple baseball diamond complex (one far better 
than the one being lost at the motel site) as well as a new soccer 
field. Residents should not be afraid that anything is being lost. We 
would gain instead as money from the sale of the land would prob¬ 
ably have been earmarked for the purchase of more recreational 
land. 

We must face the realities of the 90's. There are few govern¬ 
ment funds left for recreational developments. Municipalities and 
the tax payers have little left to give towards these kinds of projects. 
Only working together with business, on projects that can be 
mutually beneficial, will we be able to provide ourselves with the 
kind of facilities we want.

A small clarification regarding the upcoming municipal elec¬ 
tion: 

Despite the fact that mayoralty candidate Doug Sharpe has an¬ 
nounced his decision to back out of the race, his name will still ap¬ 
pear on the ballot. 

Under the Elections Act, an officially declared candidate can¬ 
not withdraw from the race. The candidate who decides not to ac¬ 
cept the office must send a letter to the returning officer stating the 
intention of refusing the office if elected. If no letter is sent and the 
candidate receives the majority of votes, that candidate will be 
declared legally elected. 

If a candidate is elected who has publically declared the inten¬ 
tion to bow out of the race and has sent the letter, the election will 
be declared void and a by-election must be held. A by-election 
would start the process all over again, opening the door for an en¬ 
tirely new race.

Interest payments from the 
fund will be made if the present 
irrigation Rehabilitation and Ex¬ 
pansion Program ceases. The 
Irrigation District E ndowment 
Fund Committee will make

Nobody argues that the new 
Senate has the power to block 
bills on natural resource taxation 
This is a power that Alberta 
fought for - no more N.E.P.'s.

Mr 
Lougheed makes the point that 
the Senators will be very 
powerful because they will have 
large constituencies and they will 
be very independent. Precisely 
because they cannot be ap¬ 
pointed to the Cabinet they will 
not be tied to their parties - they 
will be free to react to their 
constituents - and they will do so. 

The new legitimacy of the 
Senators through election will 
bring the Senate power because 
people will listen to them with 
new respect. Everyone agrees 
with this. A joint session would 
allow Senators to present their 
arguments as to why certain 
pieces of legislation would be 
".. offensive.. to the regions...”. 
Thus giving them the opportunity 
to convince MP's to change their 
minds and doing so publicly in a 
manner likely to attract media 
attention 

The weight of the Senate will 
count in any joint vote of the two 
Houses. To expect that central 
Canada will have all its repre¬ 
sentatives from one party is to 
avoid the reality of history 
Central Canada is diverse and 
elections have always reflected 
that diversity. In the 1986 general 
election, for examplf, Ontario 
elected 43 Liberals, 46 Conserva¬ 
tives and 10 New Democrats; 
Quebec elected 12 Liberals and 
63 P.C.’s. Thus there are

Forum draws subdued crowd 


Candidates running for Olds 
town council and hospital board 
positions addressed issues and 
concerns raised by town resi¬ 
dents at a public forum held in 
the lecture theatre at Olds 
College last Wednesday night 
(October 7, 1992). 

Each candidate was given 
four minutes to present his or her 
platform before facing written 
questions submitted by a small 
crowd of attentive voters. With 
twelve prospective councillors, 
three hospital board hopefuls and 
one county candidate, moderator 
Don Orr, an Olds College 
business instructor, kept the 
forum moving briskly using 
diplomacy and humor. 

First up was former council¬ 
lor and retired farmer Roger 
Kinney. He said he'd been 
talking with a candidate running 
in another community who had 
expressed concern at the waste of 
taxpayers money by councillors 
who were only interested in 
“running tothe pork barrel." For 
his part, Kinney advised, “I will 
work to the best of my skill and 
ability to see that you get your tax 
value." 

Many of the candidates 
listed fiscal restraint as their 
primary concern Donna Stauffer, 
a part time secretary with the 
Olds College Faculty Association 
said: "During a recession, taxes 
have to be kept to a zero increase 
Councillors have to listen and be 
accountable to the taxpayer." 

Bill Edgar, owner of Moun¬ 
tain View Funeral Chapel, listed 
his experience in town politics 
citing his involvement with the 
hospital board, the municipal 
planning commission and the 
seven years he served as mayor 
in Olds. "Council will have many 
serious decisions to make involv¬ 
ing keeping the main downtown 
area a vital part of the town," he 
said "We need to do some long 
range planning." 

Larry Bruder, prefaced his 
remarks by joking about changes 
at Amoco where he is employed 
as a senior scheduler "When I 
started, I worked for Hudson 
Bay. Then it became Dome. 
When I left work today it was still 
Amoco." He felt he could best 
address budgeting issues by 
becoming directly involved "I 
felt it was time to quit talking 
about town management." He 
listed responsible financial 
management as his primary 
concern '' I will work very hard to 
see that we do not get a tax 
increase," he promised 

Cary Spurrell, employed by 
the Alberta Agriculture Farm 
Business Management Branch 
generated a laugh with his 
opening remark "We don't have 
a family, but we're certainly 
working on that one I'm fairly 
new here We've been here for 
the last three years I feel my 
values and skills will be an asset 
I promise to ask a lot of 
questions, to listen to you and ask 
for community input " 

Darlene McNabb, who works 
with the Academic Team pro¬ 
gram at the Olds H igh School saw 
a need for "more community 
involvement I'd like us to work 
toward sharing a common direc¬ 
tion and a sense of community " 

Lorna Erickson, the accoun¬ 
tant at Foothills Natural Gas 
Co-op said she felt "We are 
already taxed tothe limit " She 


added, "Our tax base in Olds 
could be better understrxxf if it 
were public knowledge just how 
much land and buildings are not 
taxed. I feel that a town council 
member should be appointed to 
the Municipal Planning Commis- 
s ion' 

Mitch Hunter, a pipeline 
operator with Amoco Canada 
Petroleum, got everyone's at¬ 
tention when he began his speech 
by advising he was "married 
with four children, all under the 
age of eight." He went on to say, 
"You elect responsible people for 
the day to day running of 
government, but they also need 
vision. Having been raised in 
Calgary I know big city life can 
isolate the individual We need 
people to step forward and get 
involved. The town needs to 
bring in new business; it must 
also grow from within." 

) im Spicer, incumbent coun¬ 
cillor and local businessman said: 
"I've seen quite a few changes 
this last three years. Sixty new 
homes were built last year and 
this year it's closer to forty. 
We've had some good govern¬ 
ment We've had a real good 
council. We'll listen. I would 
welcome the opportunity to serve 
you and listen to you." 

Clenn E Imer, former town 
councillor and agency supervisor 
for Canadian Western Natural 
Gas declared that even though 
his work encompasses "seven¬ 
teen towns from Red Deer to 
Cremona, there are none better 
than the town of Olds." He's a 
"strong supporter of the Olds 
Aqua Centre," and noted that 
Olds is fortunate to be a college 
town. 

Art Rowland, who recently 
retired from his position as crew 
foreman with TransAlta Utilities 
is another incumbent (councillor. 
"It's all been said," he began, 
but went on to add, "In 
thirty-seven years with TransAlta 
I've worked almost every part of 
the province and Olds is the best 
town I've ever been in I will tell 
you I will be honest. I will keep 
you informed If I need help in 
making decisions I will certainly 
ask the people of the town for 
input." 

Ken Gillrie, another in¬ 
cumbent councillor and retired 
businessman, was doing double 
duty, running for councillor and 
for a position on the hospital 
board. "I care about our town," 
he said. "I hear that you don't 
want taxes raised " He mention¬ 
ed several costly upgrades and 
maintenance projects facing the 
town including "690,000 to 
upgrade a storm sewer and $1 
million or better for the pool," 
and asked for a realistic appraisal 
of tax increases 

Mary Jane Harper, part 
owner of Leatherdale Publishing 
is also seeking a seat on the 
hospital board She listed in¬ 
volvement with several factions 
including the county School 
Board, the Olds Municipal 
Library and the Olds Golf Club. 

Norma Alcock is a current 
hospital board member. "Al¬ 
though we're very concerned 
(about government cost cutting 
measures) we have to work along 
with the government," she said 

Beryl Henderson, a retired 
Canadian Superior Oil employee, 
introduced himself by saying that 
because his wife Peggy had 


worked at the Treasury Branch 
for so many years she was 
probably better known than he 
was. "I'm Peggy's husband," he 
said, which earned a laugh 

The candidates returned to 
respond to written questions 
submitted from the floor after a 
coffee break. 

One question raised the 
concern that with cuts to the 
secondary education budget, how 
could the town be assured they'd 
receive financial support for the 
Aqua Centre from Olds College. 
Art Rowland maintained the pool 
had to be built on site at Olds 
College. He expressed the hope 
that Advanced Education "will 


pick up their part," and that Olds 
College students "could pay a 
little bit toward the operation of 
the pool." 

The wisdom of contracting 
out maintenance for structures, 
such as the arena, generated one 
of few animated debates at the 
forum. The possible reduction in 
cost was worth looking at, 
according to Larry Bruder. 
However the likelihood that 
cleaning crews would ignore 
maintenance needs was raised by 
Ken Gillrie. "I don't think that 
contracting out the arena is being 
responsible," he countered. Gary 
Spurrell said both sides should be 
examined before being dismis¬ 


sed. "If we want to keep our tax 
base at a reasonable rate we have 
to insure we're getting the right 
service for the right price." 

Councillors were asked how 
they planned to prevent tax 
increases considering the costly 
upgrades and services the town 
was facing in the next term Ken 
Gillrie said "There's no way we 
can keep the taxes the same and 
then go ahead and spend a 
million on a pool " Mitch Hunter 
responded by saying "In the 1992 
budget $350,000 is going into a 
reserve operating fund." He 
added he'd talked with former 
town manager Ron Hilton who

I just got 
tired of hearing about how 
everytime my wife would go 
shopping, she'd come home 
disgusted with the prices out 
there for good, quality clothing 
there's got to be a better way." 

But then finding alternatives 
to life's little problems is nothing 
new to Gillespie After working at 
a local tire shop for a number of 
years and feeling unfulfilled, he 
decided to take matters into hand 
and quit his job to start a 
business of his own. "I just got 
tired of working for someone else 
and following someone else's 
orders. I just felt it was time for a 
change, and the consignment 
business just seemed to fit well 
with the times we're being faced 
with right now." 

While 2nd Look Clothing is 
new to Olds, the idea behind 
selling clothing on consignment 
has been around for years. "My 
family has been into buying 
clothing through consignment 
shops for years. When you have 
eight kids, you just get used to 
making the best of what you 
have. All that really mattered 
was that we had a shirt on our 


backs . . we really didn't know 
any better and neither did anyone 
else," says Gillespie. 

Buy buying clothing second¬ 
hand, doesn't mean buying 
clothes that look worn. Gillespie 
is emphatic about the quality of 
women's and children's gar¬ 
ments he plans on stocking in his 
new store. "People are constant¬ 
ly calling me to make a viewing 
appointment to see the clothes 
they want in the store, which is 
great so long as they realize each 
piece has to be in excellent 
condition." 

Excellent condition means: 
freshly cleaned and on hangers, 
all buttons sewn in place, and all 
zippers operational. "I set the 
price at what I feel is fair and the 
owner gets a 50/50 split on 
whatever the item sells for in the 
store." 

Gillespie said the idea is that 
everyone goes away happy from a 
consignment store . . the person 

who brings the clothes in, the 
person who buys the clothes, and 
the store itself "Anyone can 
have a good idea like this . . . lots 
of people do, but few ever follow 
them through.”

So we are now in the "New 
World " Of course, Columbus 
had not "discovered" this New 
World The continent at which he 
had arrived was quite well known 
already to the millions of people 
who inhabited it. Even in terms 
of E uropean landfall, the contin¬ 
ent had been "discovered" and 
temporarily settled by Norse 
explorers back in the 11th 
century. 

What is important, as one 
historian puts it, is that this 
voyage to the lands of the West 
stands out from others as a 
significant turning point in the 


history of the world for one 
reason, that being that this his 
journey "began the long process 
by which a single culture would 
come to dominate as never 
before, all the other cultures in 
the world . . . to impose its values 
in their hearts, and to accumulate 
to itself the power that now 
enables it to determine nothing 
less than the destiny of the 
world." 

(As an aside, the day of 
discovery is really October 23, 
according to our Cregorian 
calendar. In 1492, Columbus and 
the rest of E urope followed the 
J ulian calendar which was 10 
days longer than ours.) 

Friday, October 12, 1492— 
"Atdaylight. . they reached an 

islet of the Lucayas Soon 

they saw naked people, and the 
Admiral went ashore in his 
armed longboat." 

Where exactly had the little 
fleet arrived? No one knows for 
sure There are about 12 islands 
in the Bahamas claiming to be 
the site of the landfall San 


Salvador, Samana Coy, Grand 
Turk, E leuthera, and others. 

Friday, October 12, 1492 - 
"The Admiral broke out the royal 
banner and the captain's two 
flags with the green cross. . . . 
Once ashore they saw very green 
trees and many ponds and fruits 
of various kinds ... I, in order 
that they might be very friendly 
towards us, because I knew that 
they were a people who could 
better be freed and converted to 
our Holy Faith by love than by 
Force, gave to some of them red 
caps, and glass bead which they 
hung on their necks, and many 
other things of small value, in 
which they took so much pleasure 
and became so much our friends 
that it was a marvel." 

By love than by force; a 
description that was very soon to 
change

Greta Collinson believes 
membership in the IODE is not 
just a matter of belonging, but a 
matter of self-satisfaction. 

Collinson, a member of the 
IODE (formerly known as the 
Imperial Order Daughters of the 
E mpire),'said she wants people 
to know about the organization, 
which has a chapter in Car- 
stairs.

Collinson said one area the 
organization's 10,000 members 
works tirelessly in, is Labrador 

"That is a terribly poor part 
of our continent," she said. "One 
of the projects we donate is the 
Snack Pack program. We give 
snacks like crackers and peanut 
butter and milk so the children 
that go to school without 
anything on their tummies have 
something to eat." 

IODE, which was started in 
1900, also spends much time and 
energy raising funds for bursar¬ 
ies for students. Collinson said 
deserving students are given 
awards or financial aid by the 
organization to help them further 
their education. 

"In some of the larger 


centres they also do quite a bit of 
work with citizenship," she said 
"We try to encourage people of 
other nationalities." 

One of the newer projects 
Collinson's 31 member chapter is 
involved in is raising funds for 
the Child Abuse Prevention 
program. 

"We supply money for them 
to put on seminars to train the 
workers to deal with children who 
have been abused," she said 
"But it never seems to be 
enough It's hard to keep up with 
the demand." 

Part of the Dardanelles' 
fundraising is done through their 
thrift shop. Nothing goes to 
waste at the shop. Clothes and 
goods not sold are donated to a 
number of needy organizations 
around the province. 

But the work for generous 
and charitable people like Collin¬ 
son and the other members of the 
IODE continues to grow and as a 


result, they are always looking 
for new members. 

"This is such a tremendous 
organization," Collinson said 
"We do so much to help people 
less fortunate than ourselves 
There is a great deal of 
self-satisfaction."

King-sized headache relief

A 2:30 a m telephone call 
from the RCMP on March 18, 
1992 was the final straw for Brian 
Maetche who operates the Olds 
Greyhound bus depot He was 
told there had been yet another 
break-in, the seventh in just 
under four years. This time the 
thieves weren't content to merely 
rob the depot They totally 
trashed the entire premises. 

"They took out all my bus 
bills and tickets. They went 
through the filing cabinet and 
pulled everything out of there. 
They took chocolate milk and 
threw it against the walls and 
threw eggs all over. They tore 
open every piece of freight we 
had in the back. It took four of us 
four hours to clean it up We had 
to stay right here anyway 
because the window was torn 
right out of the frame That 
wasn't covered by insurance; it 
cost $600 00 to replace it." 

The RCMP arrived almost 
immediately after the break-in 
was discovered by a Greyhound 
driver. A special crime-solving 
unit was called in from Red Deer 
They dusted for fingerprints 
(which were plentiful) and 
noticed some muddy footprints 
leading away from the building 

"[The Red Deer team] 
arrived here at about 4:30 in the 
morning and they had the first 
fellow in custody by six that

morning. It was fairly damp 
during the night and they 
followed the footprints right to 
his house He told them who else 
was involved and they picked 
them up later that morning."

Western wheat growers 
applaud NAFTA 


The signing of the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) is very good news for 
Western Canada farmers, says 
Western Canadian Wheat Grow¬ 
ers President Hubert Esquirol. 

"This is a good deal," says 
Esquirol. "A country such as 
Canada with a small population 
and a large food production base 
must always ensure easy access 
to foreign markets. The NAFTA 
clears the way for our farmers to 
capitalize on a very large 
continental market." 

Under the NAFTA, Mexico 
will convert its present wheat and 
barley import licenses to duties. 
Over time, these duties will be 
phased out Tariffs on lentils and 
rye will also be eliminated. 

"Last year Canada exported 
a record 500,000 tonnes of wheat 
to Mexico," notes Esquirol. 
"The elimination of trade bar¬ 
riers should see this market 
expand, and total tonnage 
increase." 

"The NAFTA will have a 
positive affect on our domestic 
feed grain markets," adds 
Esquirol "For instance, a 
reduction of tariffs on Canadian 
pork destined for Mexico will 
strengthen our pork industry, 
and that means an increased 
demand for domestic feed 
grains." 

The NAFTA will also allow 
Canada, the United States and 
Mexico to collectively address the 
issue of export subsidies, and 
specifically, work toward the 
eliminatioin of these subsidies in 
North American agricultural 
trade. 


"The Western Canadian 
Wheat Growers Association has 
long supported movement toward 
a market free of trade-distorting 


export subsidies," emphasizes 
Esquirol. "We believe our 
government and the govern¬ 
ments of our North American 
trading partners have the politi¬ 
cal will to move on this issue and 
to make the NAFTA work."

For the last 10 years the 
Dryland Salinity Investigation 
Service has helped Alberta 
farmers battle white, unproduc¬ 
tive patches in their fields. 

"We can look back over the 
last decade with a lot of 
satisfaction," says Don Wentz, 
provincial’soil salinity specialist. 
"The program started a new 
direction in salinity control." 

Research done in Montana 
in the 1970s contributed to the 
program's design says Wentz.

The Dryland Salinity Invest¬ 
igation program helps producers 
in several ways. The service 
identifies the type of saline seep 
and its recharge area Control 
and reclamation methods are 
recommended. Technical support 
includes helping start controls 
and monitoring results. 

Today there are over 360 
farmers, more than 400 projects, 
over 12,000 acres of recharge and 
more than 6 000 saline acres in 


1982 is also being followed up 
"Results are verifying that 
forages are effective in lowering 
water tables and stopping or 
reducing the flow of saline 
groundwater to saline seeps. 
Places where fields were white 
and unproductive are now pro¬ 
ducing healthy forage crops." 

One of the most dramatic 
changes is at a Warner area 
project where alfalfa was planted 
in the recharge area "It's 
improved enough the farmer has 
planted cereal crops into the 
saline seep," says Wentz.
